This is a full Teftimony of what has been 

the SubjeR of my Obſervation for ſeveral 
Years paft, viz. That aotwithſtanding our 
great Viories, notwithftanding the Pro» 
greſs of the Confederate. Arms, which at 
the ſame time we muft allow-to be prodi- 
gious; yet while the Money held our, the 
War would hold out ; the longef: Purſe, 
not the_ longeſt Sword, muft decid- this 
Controyerſie. 

We have been vicorious almoft every 
Campaign, and upon every Occaſion this 
War, Spain excepted; we have puſh'd the 
Frencs into, - and our of every thing we 
have attempted 1a 7raly; they have been 
chas'd from Province to Principality, from 


Dutchy to Dutchy, cill they have been 
| beaten 
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beaten out of Mantua, Millain, Parma, Pie- 
mont, and Savoy, and having at laft aban- 
don'd all 1taly, are now glad to defend, and 


with Difficulty enough, their ownFrontiers: - 


In the Low Countries, they have by hard 
Blows been box'd out: of Guelderland, bul- 
liedout of Liege, frighted out of Limburgh, 
driven out of Brabant, and with Blood 
enough on both ſides we are ftruggling with 
them for Flanders— In the middle of theſe 
Hurries we found the Bavarian deſert the 
Confederates, and revolting to France, 


ave a Wound to our Afﬀairs, that re-' 


quir'd an immediate Application, He had 
made himſelf too ſtrong for the Circles of 
Suabia and Franconia, and, puſhing heartily 
at the Empire, he endeavour'd to open a 
Door for the French out of Jtaly into Ger» 
many but receiving an Afﬀeront in the 
Mountains of Tirol, the Duke of Vendoſme 


could penetrate no higher than Trent, which - 


loſt them a Campaign, and ſav'd the Em- 
peror. To remedy this, the French open the 
Paſſages of the black Foreſt, and reach the 
Banks of the Danube, Vim and Memighben 
being fecur'd, before the Bavarian advances 
toPaſſiu, and had he had another Campaign, 
had' been at the Gates of Vienna, and been 
joyn'd with 50000 Aungarians, At the 
ſame time the Imperialifts reteive ſeve- 
ral Aﬀeonts, Count Stirum beaten near 
wNordlinghen, Prince Lewis near the For- 
reft-Towns, andq all the Conqueſts of the 
Confcderacy are in a fair way to be unra- 
vell'd ; when the Engliſh and Dutch, up- 
cn whoſe Shouiders the whole Weight of 
this War bas lain, find it abſolutely neceſ- 
{ary to leave their old Seat of. War, the 
Netherlands, and with a powerful Army, 
b<ing, when join'd with Prince Lewis and 
Prince Eugene, :bove 8oo00 Men. 

This ſtupzndous March of the Duke, 
which at firft his Enemies ſuggefted ill from, 
28d not only accus'd him of to his Diſho- 
aour, but threatned even hi:Life for, prov'd 
the moſt Glorious to the Confederacy, of 
ail that has been attempted this War. Here 
the French and Bavarian with their united 
Farces receive a total Overthrow, with ſuch 
Loſs and ſuch an entire Detrugion of the 
Flower of the French Army, as France ne» 
ver felt before -—- In one Campaign they 
ravage Bavaria, policls the Capital, res 


take all the Strengths that Prince had 
fortify'd, unravel all the Projetts of France, 
and appear under the Walls of Landau. 

' In all this, France ſupported ber ſelf 
with an intrepid Courage; with incredible 
Celerity, ſhe recruited her Armies, ftored 
her Magazines; and tho" in another Year 
ſhe loſt the Battle 'of Turin, the Battle of 
Ramellies, and th: Siege of Barcelona, three 
Shocks the Koman Empire. in its greateſt 
Splend-r could ng have ſupportced- it ſelf 
uncer; yet in her Turn ſhe appear'd again 
ia Arms, zave us an entire Overthrow at 
Almanza, and baulk'd the Duke of Savoy 
and Prince Eugene, or 1 may ſay, beat them 


off from the Siege of Thoulon, 


This laſt Campaign, which we call Glori- 
ous, we gave them a Bruſh, and topk Liſte ; 
that was all we can ſay we got of them, 
for Ghent and ys they ſurpciz'd in the 
Beginning of the Campaign Ard 
had the Duke of Vendoſme had the Policy co 
have gone 2nd encamp'd under the Cannon 
of Gbent, or on the Canal, as he did after- 
wards, and not have hazarded the Neccſh- 
ty of being pulh'd to a Battle at Oudenard, 
he had fool'd usall that Campaign, his Ar- 
my being numerous and in Heart. 

And why ſhould Liſte difpicit Fravce, and 
put all their Kingdom in a Fright ? Why 
muft we have a Peace by taking that one 
City ? Liſle is not the Key of France, "any 
more thin Zandan was before z they have 
yet a Wall of Braſs abuuc their Frontier, 
Douay, Arras, Valenciennes, Tres, St; Omer, 
Mount-Caſſel, and Dunkirk, all on that ſide 


' protett them. under the Cannon of their 


Fortreſſes, and with their uſual Dexterity 
of Condu@ they may yet diſpute by Inchts, 
and bold out 2 or 3 Years more. 

Their Forces are numerous z they have, 
inſtead of recruiting their Army in Flan- 
ders, ſent away their ſhatter'd Regiments 
to other Parts, and brought their whole 
Troops from Alſace, from the Moſele, from 
Dauphine, ard from all Parts ; and drafted 
their other Regiments to fill up with, and 
now they are bringing 20000 Men out of 
Spain ; ſo that *cis plaia they will want no 
Men, nay they will be more numerous 
than ever; why ſhould we they think we 
have beaten them to our own Terms ?

The Reaſons are plain, the Sinews are 
cut, and the Body becomes a Lump; the 
Members can no more a&, than the Mem- 
bers of a Paralytic Body z their Troops 
mutiny in Garriſcn, and are fain to fight all

The Conſequences of this are natural; 
the whole Locomotive Faculty of their 
Politicks is ftop'd, their Troops are Land- 
lock'd in their Quarters, their Ships ia their 
Ports, their Officers cannot furniſh their 
Equipages, their Recruits cannot be ſup- 
ply'd, their Generals are unfix'd, their 
Councils confus'd, 2nd all their Afﬀairs in 
Diſorder. 
And all this is for Want of Money=——— 
This Money i5 the Vitals of the War ; the 
longeſt Purſe is the Conqueror, alt the for- 
midable Forces of France will be of noUſe 
to them, if their more formidable Treaſure 
is exhaufted ; without this theirSwords will 
not draw, their Muſquecs will not ſhoot, 
their Powder will not fire G2ntlemen 
of Scotland, you have no more need to fear 
Invaſions—=— The Pretender may lay aſide 
his Hopes, and his #7 Hh Friends their 


ExpeQations, and thoſe that haye banter'd 


you with being unprepar'd for a ſecond 
Storm, may bluſh z the French have no Mo- 
ney, and without this their Ships,cannct 
ſait nor their Troops embark—O Money, 
Money ! how doſt thou govern all the great 
AQions of theiWorld? Inſpire Armies with 
Courage, Generals with Condu@, Mini- 
Rers with Management, and Princes with 
Politicks ! ; 

Without this Vehicle, how awkwardly 
do we a@, how heavily do we move, and 
how jill does this nauſeous Draught of Life 
go down? Money makes Cowards conquer, 
and Heroes fink— What made the beft De- 
figns, under the greateft Maſter of Defign 
K, Wiliam, abortive and imperfe& ? What 
made him a Prey to French Power? Upoy. 
the Square they could never beat him; ia 
the Meaſuces he concerted, the beſt of & yr 


Men of ConduQt cannot find a Miftake ; his 
Judgment in contriving, or his Brave- 
ry in attempting, even his En<mies 
would acknowledge. But with deficient 
Funds, late Supplies, Shadows for Sub- 
ſtance, and Votes for Caſh; with theſe
